A Disagreeing Jnry. 
Cabrón, April 14tb,—At 2:30 o'clock yes- 
ter o’ay af ernoon the jury in the Coombs 
murder case sent for Judge Edwards snd an­ 
nounced that they wera nzable to agree, and 
they wsre sccordicgly discharged. The fol­ 


lowing is an authentic account of the ballots 
while they were o u t: After retiring the jury 
took dinner, and then a secret ballot was 
held, which resulted in six for guilty and six 
for acquittal. About 8 o’clock another ballot 
was taksc, and the result was four for man­ 
slaughter, three for assault and battery, and 
five for not guilty. Iu the evening they stood 
as follows : Assault and battery, nine ; mur­ 
der in the second degree, three ; fourth bal­ 
lot—murder in the second degree, three; 
manslaughter, two; assault and battery, 
eeven. The leeling on the streets when the 
result was known was one of general surprise 
that any one on the jury could have for an 
instant entertained tho idea that a simple as­ 
sault and battery had been committed, and 
the jurors who voted fo: this verdict were 
rountily denounced. The case will now have 
to be tried over again at an expense of at 
lesst 81,000. Judge Edwards says that it 
will not ngain be tried in this county, and a 
change of v6nue will be allowed. 
Ra<l Indians Disposed of. 
E ureka, April 14th.— Forsomeyears there 
ha- been an Indian called Tybo Frank rang­ 
ing about thia section of the country. H e 
was looked upon as a terror among his peo­ 
ple, and three years rgo killed a member of 
his tribe. He had also a longing for the horses 
of white men. The Indians, being greatly 
anncyed by Frank, dstermiued to get rid of 
him, and three weeks ago held a council on 
Ruby Hill to devise means for that end, and 
four braves were appointed as executioners. 
They invited Frauk to go on a hunt with 
them, end when fonrteen miles from Eureka, 
while sitting around a camp fire, one of the 
braves caught Frank by the hair and pulled 
him on the ground, while another brave, with 
a largo knife, jumped up >ir bis victim and 
cut his head cff. Tho body aud head were 
thrown in the fire and burned, and the braves 
made their way to Joe Allison’s ranch, where 
they went through the process of washing the 
blood from their hands. The father and 
squaw of Frank were met at the ranch, but 
were unmoved by the particulars of the trag­ 
edy.Advices from Piccbe give the particulars tf 
a tragedy at Pansca, in which an Icdian was 
Bhot to pieces. He had shot a dog and was 
riding c ff, when two men pursued him, one 
of whom was shot in the leg by the I .dian 
and fell frcm his horse. A party of horsemen, 
who saw him fall and believed him killed, 
role after the Indian and on overtakiug him 
riddled him with bullets.

QUESTION THE 
NATION 
MAY 
BE 
CALLED UPON TO CONSIDER. 


Tho dynamite excitement continues in 
England, and it is not to be wondered at. 
Dynamite can be made, sold and purchased 
there only under carefully-guarded licenses, 
issued by a bureau that requires strict 
guarantees of the legitimacy of the use of 
the explosive compound. 
These restric­ 
tions were lately so rigidly applied that in­ 
famous men who wished to use the article 
to murder and destroy, found it exceed­ 
ingly difficult to procure it at all. 
But the 
most watchful care will not prevent all ill 
use of the mixture. Crime is cunning, and 
oftener than otherwise thwarts the best- 
laid schemes to prevent its commission. 
The bringing in of dynamite from abroad 
is extremely hazardous, as it requires the 
exercise of the greatest possible degree of 
care in handling. 
The scoundrels desiring 
it for their nefarious purposes were not 
patriotic enough to assume these risks to 
any great extent, and so they set up a se 
cret factory near Birmingham for the man­ 
ufacture of the more costly nitro-glycerine 
by illicit means. 
This factory has been urn 
earthed, and it is believed that others re­ 
main to be found. 
Some of the prisoners 
now in custody as dynamite fiends have 
been, by circumstantial and direct testi 
mony, connected with much certainty with 
this factory and wUh the secret, unex 
plained carriage in rubber bags of explosive 
compounds 
into 
the 
very heart of 
London. 
On 
Saturday we remarked 
upon 
the 
effect 
of 
the 
dynami'e 
policy upon Irish politios, and then gave 
expression to tho thought that the situa­ 
tion might become such as to call for the 
interposition of our own Government in 
the matter of muzzling the dynamite fiends 
in 
America, 
who 
are 
giviDg 
ma­ 
terial aad moral support to a liko crew 
operating against, and within the limits of 
a friendly nation. 
A renewed examina­ 
tion of the subject conviuoes us that this 
is altogether likely to be brought about— 
that the United States Government, as a 
nation of humane people, will be called 
upoD, if these dynamite conspiracies con- 
tinue—and we believe that they will—to 
act in concert with other nations for the 
adjustment of the International Code, or 
the revision of extradition treaties, so as 
to cover the cases of the fiendish con­ 
spirators, who now make their residence in 
America a safe cover for the sending out 
of explosives to be 
criminally used in 
other nations, and merely to adflfnee such 
atrocious ends. 
That such conspirators 
are with us none will pretend to deny; 
that they are all in constant communica­ 
tion with the assassins on the other side 
is equally certain ; that they render them 
material aid, they openly boast. 
It is not 
surprising, therefore, that there should 
exist, as there does among the English peo 
pie, much soreness over the fact that the 
means to enable murderous assaults to be 
made upon their households should be open 
ly solicited in America. 
It is no wonder 
that “ Head Center ” Stephens and Mr. 
Sullivan should become alarmed and de­ 
nounce dynamite agentr. 
They clearly 
perceive that the diabolical practices will 
work 
such 
a 
revulsion 
of sentiment 
as will place the Irish in England in im­ 
minent danger. 
If lives are lost by some 
e [ these explosions we shall not be at all 
surprised to ses a war of expulsion break 
oat, and the Irish be driven from every 
town in England at the point of the knife. 
It is probable that just such a climax is 
desiied by 
the dynamite conspirators, 


That the press of both England, America 
and France should therefore begin to speak 
of the possibility of a union of nations 
against dynamite methods of every form, 
and dynamite agents of every degree and 
kind, is natural. 
It is probable that the 
ba3is of adjustment, if it is once entered 
upon, will be the fact that political crimes 
referred to in the extradition treaty with 
England, for instance, are not those em­ 
braced in the category of assaults made by 
the dynamite murderers. 
They assail not 
a nation, not a Government, but the prop­ 
erty and lives of people irrespective of 
condition or ecx. 
American citizens are 
very likely to suffer injury in person and 
property by any explosions caused in any 
great city of Europe by these cowardly 
agencies. 
Let ns suppose it can be estab­ 
lished, as are other facts in Courts of law, 
that on American soil there is an organized 
body of men engaged in sending out to 
England dynamite, torpedoes, infernal ma­ 
chines—or the money for their purchacc or 
manufacture—to be used in assassinating 
men, _ j^ n e n 
and 
children, subjects, 
atranJBgor our own citizens resident tem­ 
porarily or ^otherwise in London or Liver­ 
pool, or a c f European city. 
What objec­ 
tion can there be to so adjusting our 
compacts with foreign powers as to take 
upon ourselves the obligation, not only to 
discountenance, but 
to 
suppress such 
agencies ? That action in this direction in 
some form will be suggested at an early 
day, and probably be taken, we repeat, is 
not at all improbable. 
We await the time 
to take due notice of the class of men who 
will opptwe it.

PRECAUTIONS. 


LAST NIGHT’S DISPATCHES 


The days of spring are slipping by, and 
no action baa been foreshadowed by the 
city authorities looking to an adoption of 
the new sanitary regulations suggested by 
the City Board of Health. 
We refer to the 
trapping and ventilation of cesspool receiv­ 
ing drains and the cleaning and cementing 
of all vaults. 
The regulations, if adopted, 
will entail no expense upon the city, and as 
they' are reasonable and certain to render 
our sanitary conditions more desirable, we 
cannot comprehend why the delay to apply 
them should extend into the heat of the 
summer. 
The Kentucky State Board of 
Health has awakened to the importance of 
similar precautions, and has just issued an 
address in which it insists upon the purifi­ 
cation of drains, the freeiag of cellars and 
pits from putrid matter, and the cleansing 
regularly of vaults. 
Earnest, determined 
action on the part of our authorities will 
greatly conduce to the health of this people 
during the coming summer. 
We must 
disabuse the public mind of the idea that 
has so long obtained, that deposition of 
foul matter in the earth works a purit"ca­ 
tion of it. 
The truth is tho reverse of 
that. 
The earth, says the Sanitary Jfews 
of Chicago, is not a disinfectant in the 
Ben3e in which it is usually supposed to be 
—it doss not destroy, but simply al sorbs 
and conceals organic filth. 
The soil which 
is thus saturated may appear to be innocu­ 
ous when really filled with the most con­ 
centrated poison. 
In Sacramento we are 
going on from year to year digging vaults 
over and over again, until some lots have 
as many as five or tix uccleansed. 
The 
time must come, and it may be the present 
year, when the saturation of the earth by 
these pit deposits will bo so complete that 
disease consequent upon tho poison given 
off’ will be beyond onr control. 
Bat 
whether the evil result be far or near, the 
prgsent is the best time to cease this per­ 
foration of city lots with holes to receive 
and forever keep soil-poisoning deposits. 
The City Trustees should act to-day and 
not postpone the matter another hour. 


RETALIATION. 


France and Germany now both exclude 
certain of our products from their markets, 
on the ground that they are poisonous in 
many instances, and that exclusion of all 
is therefore necessary. 
The last Congress 
prohibited the introduction of adulterated 
teas into the United States, and now since 
the action of the nations noted is so pro­ 
nounced and unfair against our hog pro­ 
ducts especially, it is probable that the ex­ 
clusion programme will be extended next 
winter, and that we Bhali hear of bills being 
introduced of a retaliatory nature, and 
aimed at the exclusion from our ports of 
certain French 
and 
German products. 
Now, retaliation knows no end. 
I t is the 
law of revenge and passion, and has neither 
reason nor coolness in its composition. 
Should we therefore retaliate we must ex­ 
pect a blow in return, and it will be our 
bounden duty to pride and passion to 
strike back, and so there may be no end to 
the m atter until a conference for a treaty, 
with a call for a parley, results. 
This is 
the inevitable outcome of all such contests. 
To the ordinary mind it would appear 
wisest to take counsel together first. 


Tur. false economy that cut short the appropria­ 
tions for the Signal Service, which has become in­ 
valuable to the country, is now bringing forth fruit. 
It appears the allowances arc so limited that 
the West India stations will, of necessity, have to be 
abandoned, as Congress refused to allow the 54,000 
necessary to their maintenance, and the effort to 
support them from the general fund has failed 
These stations are of the highest value te ship mas­ 
ters. An attempt to raise the money to secure 
their continuance is to be made among ship own 
er». It should not take long to raise the money. 


Nearly all the country press are just now giving 
attention to the question of immigration. This is 
w ell; but nt ere paragraph or editorial writing will 
not avail. Let al! Californians give personal atten­ 
tion to the dissemination of correct and detailed 
information at the East regarding the State, and, 
stripped of all deceit and disguise, we shall soon 
have material returns. These efforts will well sup­ 
plement those now being made by the Central Pa­ 
cific Railroad Company and the Immigrant Associa­ 
tion.

The Reported Indian Raid In Texas— 
Counterfeiters 
A rrested — Two 
Men 


R i l l e d 
S a n A n to n io (Tex ), April 15th.—The re­ 
port of an Indian invasion on Friday proves 
to bs groundless. Ne Indians are known to 
hava entered Texas, but a thieving band was 
trailed by Captain Alvarez, cf the Mexican 
army, to a point near Langtry, where the 
trail was lost, and it was supposed that the 
Indians crozsed the Bio Grande. No trace of 
them has been found, however, by scouting 
parties sent out from our military pMts on 
the frontier. 
Two brothers named Bendec were arretted 
at McKinney, Tex,, yesterday, having in 
their possession a large quantity of counter­ 
feit silver dollars and half dollars. 
John Green shot and killed lfis uncle, 
John \ViDche3ter, at Jacksboro, Tex., yes­ 
terday. The trouble was the m u lt of an old 
feud. James Wyrick and Joseph Blackerby, 
of the same place, had a difficulty about 
some sheep, during which the former killed 
the latter. 
I.enerul Crook nud the Apaches. 
E l P aso (Tex,), April 15tb.—General 
Crook, who has been down in Mexico to con­ 
sult with the Mexican military officers re­ 
garding action against the Indians, considers 
the situation serious. He says no reports 
of what the Mexican troops have done have 
been allowed to gain publicity, but they have 
killed a good many Apaches, and have not 
spired either women or children. 
General 
Crook do.3 not lelievo the Indians can bo 
successfully fought with regular troops, end 
will therefore employ Indian scouts, to which 
the Mexican authorities hava assented, and 
will permit our secuta to cross the border in 
pursuit of the hostiles. Concerning the 
threatened raid on the San Carlos reserva­ 
tion by bands of armed citizjn?, General 
Crook has given orders to allow the San 
Carlos Indians to defend themselves. 
A rrival of Evicted Irish Tenants. 
Boston, April 15th,—The steamer Nesto- 
rian arrived last night with sixty-five pas­ 
sengers, most them impoverished Irish people, 
sent over at the expense of tho English Gov­ 
ernment. 
The greater part are families, 
some of which number eight or ten persons, 
while the average is about five. The maj ority 
are from Galway, others from Mayo, Derry 
and Donegal. Most of those from Galway 
were evicted, and during the past winter lived 
as best they could, finding shelter in tents. 
Indian meal porridge was their principal 
article of food. The agent of the Govern­ 
ment furnished money to those who desired 
to go to places beyond Boston, the amount 
depending upon the sizo of the family, some 
receiving a few shillings, and others two, 
three, five or six pounds. A great many of 
the men were farmers, but seem undecided 
as to what they shall do here. Borne are 
going to New York, others to Pittsburg, 
Portland, Chicago and Canada, while some 
will remain in Boston and vicinity. Several 
paid their own passage, hut brought littlo 
with them in the shape of money or house­ 
hold goods. The steamship Parthia, from 
Liverpool, arrived this morning, and also 
brought a large number of the same class of 
emigrants. 
P h ila d e lp h ia , April 15ih.—Ths steam­ 
ship Indiana, from Liverpool, arrived tc-day, 
with Beventy evicted farmers from the coun­ 
ties of Mayo and Galway. A reporter Bays 
he found the immigrants presenting a pitia­ 
ble picture of distress. Most of them came 
on tickets furnished them, and carried their 
worldly possessions in small bundles. Many 
children are with them. 
Movements of the President. 
W a s h in g to n , April 15tb.—The President 
is expected to return here by rail Thursday, 
to preside at the unveilmg of the Henry 
statue.

A P r e t t y C e ilin g .—A country house 
may oftentimes be so prettily decorated as 
to be a joy to its possessor, and a home 
not in the least behind city homes in taste­ 
ful arrangement. 
In fact, so many more 
people in the country own their homes 
than do city people, that it seems almost 
if they, as a matter of course, must take a 
pride in decorating and adorning them. 
We will not speak of roofs and verandas, 
and vines, etc., which all come outside, 
and concerning which the 
male 
mem­ 
bers of the family must be more or less 
consulted before cbaDge can be made, but 
of tbe internal arrangements of wall and 
woodwork and ceiling. 
Generally, we 
find the plain, whitewashed ceiling in the 
country house. 
But it is no more needful 
there than in the city. 
It can be painted 
any other color which contrasts well with 
the woodwork and paper of the walls. 
Then with a step-ladder, paint, brush, and 
stencil-plate, any lady can decorate her 
ceiling to suit herself. 
If she feels that 
she has not the skill—though it does not 
take much—she can purchase exceedingly 
pretty paper for the ceiling, designed in 
artistic patterns and colora, for moderate 
cost. 
This, however, needs care in put­ 
ting on, that it may be straight aad 
smooth, and the pattern not twisted awry. 
I think the paint and stencil-plate far 
easier to manage, and if a eimple design 
has been chosen it ought not to be con­ 
sidered a very great task to put it on.—

O z a rk , April 15th.—A disastrous tornado 
tj-day struck White Oak station, on the Lit­ 
tle Rock and Fort Su.ith road, ten miles west 
of here. The wind blew with a force beyond 
the powers of description. The side of the 
mcuntaicr, previously covered with trees, 
cow show none standing, tbe Urge oaks being 
snapped in twain like pipe-stems. After tbe 
Btorm came bail, many stones being nearly 
as large as hen eggs. 
F. H. Riaon, Post­ 
master, lost bis Btore and residence, and most 
of the mail, including $300 in currency, car­ 
ried away by the wind. 
Rison was also seri­ 
ously itjured. A number of stores and resi­ 
dences wero levelled to th9 ground. The 
storm averaged three miles in width. There 
ara no cigLS of fences anywhere in the neigh­ 
borhood. 
Pile after pila of railroad ties were 
blowu around ss if they were straws. Rg-* 
ports of destruction of prcpsrty and loss of 
life come from every direction. 
Thomas Ross and wife aad Wm. Herron 
one mils north, were fatally injured, ar.d 
their houses swept away. W. E. McCan, D. 
Hall, John Brasure and S. Wallace all lost 
their houses. Daniel Wade, Wm. Hann and 
J. Harper lost their houses. The Union 
church and achcol-honse, one mils northwest, 
are in ruins. A t Gray’d mills, two miles 
west, one small residence is all that remains 
standing. F. J , Lewis’ house and half a 
dozen others are in ruins. A storm of such 
severity was never before known here. The 
tornado reached Conway, Faulkner county, 
this afternoon, but no one was killed, though 
several were badly injured. No reports have 
teen received from the interior. The Cath­ 
olic and Baptist churches were both de­ 
stroyed. Simmons Brea,1 gin mill is a tc-tal 
wreck. Hilliard & Co.’s planing mill was 
swept away. The Bruce, Fraueathul & Mar­ 
tin brick block was unroofed, and the front 
of Brown’s drug store was blown in. Nu­ 
merous residences are in ruins.

HEAVENLY VISITOR, 


F all o f a n E n o rm o u s M eteor in T ex as— 
Loss o f L ite. 
F o r t W o r th ( Texai), April loth.—From 
Williams ranche it is reported that at 2 
o’clock this morning a ponderous meteor fed 
at the outskirts of town, killing several head 
of cattle 
and completely destroying the 
dwelling-house of Martinez Garcia, a Mexi­ 
can herdsman, who, with LÍ3 family, consist­ 
ing of a wife and five children, were buritd 
beneath the meteor. 
The greatest constern­ 
ation prevails. 
Iu its descent the meteor re­ 
sembled a massive ball of fire, and the shock 
was similar to an earthquake. 
I t is Etill hot 
and steaming, imbedded in the earth prob­ 
ably 200 feat, and towers above tho smfacs 
about 70 feet. It will cover about an acre cf 
ground. 
Tbe concussion was terrific, and 
nearly every window in town was shattered. 
People were hurled violently from their beds, 
goods in storehouses were precipitated from 
the shelvee, and everything was thrown into 
a state of chaos aDd confusion. No lives were 
lost, as far as knowD, except the Mexican 
herdsman and family, although several build­ 
ings fell to the ground and cattle fled in ter­ 
ror in every direction. 
The air ¡3 filled with 
sulphurous gas.

An armed force has been sent to dis­ 
possess them. 
A recent dispatch stated 
that a Vigilance Committee has been or­ 
ganized in that part of Idaho. 
There have been numerous discoveries of 
beds of iron ore in Southern Oregon of late, 
and numbers of specimens have been tested 
by assayers of Portland. 
Many of these 
specimens have been found of good quality, 
yielding 50 per cent of iron. 
It is proba­ 
ble that in future the iron mines of the 
southern portion of the State will prove of 
more value than tbe gold mines there. 
The Florence (A. T .) Enterprise says : It 
is reported that an old silver mine dis­ 
covered within six or eight miles of this 
place years ago and worked till the Indi­ 
ans drove the workmen away, has been re­ 
discovered. 
Tho present discoverers claim 
that the ledge is six feet wide, with a white 
quartz gangue filled with wire silver. Pros­ 
pectors have been looking for this old mine 
at different times for Beveral years past, 
and we hope the report of its rediscovery 
is true.

Q u e e n V i c t o r i a ’s P r o p e r t y .—In Eng­ 
land there is Crown property and there is 
Queen’s property, of course, and some 
friend of Victoria says that in all the royal 
palaces a most careful distinction is made 
between Crown property (which goes from 
one sovereign to another) and private prop­ 
erty. 
At present almost everything at 
Balmoral and at Osborne belongs to the 
Queen herself, but, except a few pictures 
and statues, her Majesty has nothing of 
her own at Windsor or at Buckingham 
Palace. 
Till within the last few years 
there was a great deal of Crown property 
at Osborne, but it has gradually beea re­ 
placed by purchases, and most of it has 
now been sent back to Windsor. It is said 
the Queen uses the Crown property all she 
can, and her own as little as possible, but 
there is no accounting for the ways of wo­ 
men, even if they are Queens in Christian 
lands.—[Philadelphia Times.

Tbe Sacramento lY eebjtery convened in 
M arysville at 7:30 o’clock Triday evening. 
This Presbytery embraces nearly tw eaty.four 
counties in N orthern California and Nevada. 
The following named gentlemen were present 
when the Presbytery was called to order : 
Rev. M r. Carden, of M arysville; Rev. N. 
Slater, Rev. H . H . Rice and Rev. A. H. 
Croco, of Sacram ento; Rev. A. J . Compton, 
of W oodbridge; Rev. H . S. Snodgrass, of 
Stockton ; Rev. Jam -a M. Smith, of Colnaa ; 
Rev. G. VV. Lyons, of Merced, and Rev. E 
G. M athena, of Modesto. 
No business was 
done Friday evening excepting to organize. 
T hey reassembled Saturday morning a t 9 
o’clock. 
On motion a committee consisting of the 
Revs. Compton, Lyons and Carden was ap­ 
pointed to examine into the action of a called 
meeting of the Presbytery at Sacramento in 
reference to its sense on tbe dissolution of the 
pastoral relations of Rev. M r. Graham with 
the Placerville church. 
The Rev. Jam es Wood was granted per­ 
mission to labor in the bounds of the P res­ 
bytery. 
The Rev. John Carrington was granted a 
letter of dismission to the Presbytery of S3n 
Francisco, and the Rev, M r. Bonam was 
granted a letter of dismission to the Preaby- 
tery of Los Angeles. 
The stated clerk was directed to cast a bal­ 
lot lor the Rev. H . H . Rice as principal com­ 
missioner to the General Assembly. 
On mo­ 
tion. the Rev. G. Graham was elected alter­ 
nate commissioner to the General Assembly. 
The Btated clerk was directed to cast a ballot 
in favor cf Elder John K . Law as principal 
commissioner to the General Assembly, and 
also in favor of Elder O. Bingham as alter­ 
nate commissioner to the General Assembly. 
The application of the Bethel Church at 
W oodbridge for aid to the amount of §500 
was referred to the Committee on Home 
Missions. 
An appropriation of $550 was made for 
the benefit of the Presbyterian Church at 
Redding.

was directed toward the crowd of men in front 
of the engine house, and the second was sent 
flying in th at direction. 
I t struck harmlessly 
against the building, but caused some sharp 
words to bo sent in return, which caused the 
irrepressible George to cease his attentions on 
the woman and to cross the street to the 
crowd. 
He made an assault on George 
Sager. 
H e soon found that, althcught his 
fighting weight :s 240 pounds, the crowd was 
too much for him. 
A fter the first battle he 
started after another man, who escaped into 
Lucey’s saloon. 
The commotion attracted a 
large crowd, and amongst them was cfficerF ar­ 
rell, who, with the assistance of citizen Sager, 
arrested the man and took him to the Police 
station, where a charge of disturbing the 
peace and two charges cf assault w ith a 
deadly weapon were placed against him.

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MURDER IK THE SECOND DEGREE. 


The trial of Alpbonso Bennett, generally 
known a3 “ F orney” Bennett, for the m urder 
of Jam es M. Moore, occupied the attention 
of the Superior Court of Solano county dur­ 
ing the whole of last week. 
The circum­ 
stances of the murder, which occurred in 
Dixon on February 4 th, will ba remembered 
by the readers of the R ecord-U nion. Moore, 
the murdered man, was well known in this 
city, having at one tim e been employed in 
the railroad shops, 
H a had been married 
for nineteen months, but had not lived 
happily with his wife. 
She deserted him and 
took to a life cf prostitution. 
N ot long be­ 
fore the m urder she became acquainted with 
with Bennett a t Lodi, and went with him to 
Dixon, from whence she made a visit to Stock­ 
ton, and on her return stopped one night in 
this city, at a house of ill-fame on L etrceb 
Moore, who had started to search for her to 
try to induce her to return with him to her 
home in San Francisco, arrived in this city 
the same day his wife left. 
L earnirg that 
she had gone to Dixon, he took the first train 
to th at place, arriving there about 9 o'clock. 
Bennett came from V scavilP the same day, 
arriving about 11 o’clock. 
. 'w a s pointed 
out to Y ore, v. ha asked hit. about the 
woman a a i exprc-sed a desire to h. 'a g a in , 
tervie.v with her. 
Benr.eit requeslea 'as to 
wait at a reotauront while ho (Bennett) . ->t 
and got h .r, staling tha: he would bring her 
to the rastaura-¡t. 
Instead of bringing the 
woman, he went and harrowed a pistol and 
placed it in his overcoat pocket. 
Moore be- 
cave im patient ai.d walked to a brewery, and 
while there his wife unexpectedly walked in 
for the purpose of getting a key, Bennett 
being on the outside. 
The husband and 
wife t. d so me cn.v .r. .io n in a private room, 
when Beni: -it came in and interfered, and 
said tk. y should have no conversation which 
he did not hear. 
The trio then walked to 
the house »vh:r? the woman was stopping, 
Moore trying all the time to induce her to 
return with him. 
This sha refused to do, but 
Moore persisted, and after arriving at the 
hou39 she ran out of it at B eneetl’s request, 
and Moore followed. 
There 
were some 
words, in which the defense testified that 
Moore sai l he would kill them both if she 
did not return with him, and made a motion 
as if to draw a pistol. 
W ith this Bennett 
drew his pistol, and filing struck Moore on 
the temple. 
A fter he fell the m urderer fired 
two more shots into his body. 
The trial was bitterly fought from ths be­ 
ginning, Bennett’s father being a wealthy 
man, and willing to spend any amount of 
money to defond his son. H enry L. Buckley, 
of this city, wa3 employed to assist the Dis­ 
trict A ttorney in !he prosecution. 
The jury, 
after being out for several hours, rendered a 
verdict of m urder in the second degree. 
B ut 
for the fact th at the m urderer fired two shots 
into the body of his victim after he was dead, 
it is thought he would have been discharged 
on the ground of justifiable homicide. 
Of­ 
ficer J aclcson, who was w ith Moore while he 
was hunting for his wife, was one of the wit- 
r esses, and several “ g irls” from Sacramento 
’ 
- also summoned.

CHINA AND JAPAN. 


T he steam er Oceanic arrived at San 
Francisco Saturday from China and Japan, 
bringing H ongkong dates to M arch 6th 
and Y okoham a adviccB to M arch 21et : 


JAPAN. 
The condition of th e currency continues 
to occupy considerable attention. 
E very 
know n circum stance is against any nominal 
increase of th e exchangeable value cf kin- 
satsu, b u t in defiance of this th e rate is 
subject to violent fluctuations and sudden 
upw ard movem ents, a ttrib u ted w ith great 
justice to the effect of speculation of a 
more or less directly official character. 
There are rum ors, said to be well founded, 
to the effect th a t th e recent sudden arrest 
of about 600 stock-brokers in Osaka, upon 
suspicion th a t they were engaged in specu­ 
lation, was m ade w ith th e view of intim i­ 
dating operators here and clearing the way 
for the exercise of G overnm ent influence 
upon th e quotable rate of paper for specie. 
There is a certainty th a t w ithout the as­ 
sistant of th e Treasury, which doles out 
sm all supplies of m oney a t intervals in 
order to keep up the rate, exchange would 
speedily decline to at least tb e figure it 
stood at six m onths ago. 
The artificial 
rate of th e present tim e prevents sound 
business, 
and, u ntil official interference 
w ith currency ceases, no business can be 
expected on a large scale. 
T he com plete failure of th e national- 
hank system , under which so m any of these 
institutions have been established in this 
country, is now beyond question. 
MaDy 
have voluntarily closed th eir business, and 
some others have been compelled to liqui­ 
date. 
The leBson w hich should have been 
learned from th e sudden term ination of this 
scheme does, not, however, seem to have 
had any effect, for other banks aro said to 
be in contem plation by th e Governm ent. 
One is to be form ed, it is said, for tho p u r­ 
pose of m aking loans to th e industrial 
classes, a t low rates of interest. The story 
is an old one, anrl co t likely to ensnare so 
m any victim s as it m ight have a few years 
ago. 
Tho security for these “ loans a t low 
interest ” is, of course, to be comm odities, 
and these latter w ill be realized by the 
m ortgagees for specie and th u s converted 
into a new m edium of exchange. 
For some timo past variouB native jo u r­ 
nals have endeavored to create ill will be­ 
tw een Japanese and foreign m erchants, 
ascribing to th e latter an a ttitu d e of arbi­ 
trary intolerance fatal to tb e honest aspira­ 
tions of th e form er to secure complete 
com m ercial independence. W h at this aspi­ 
ration m eans is not know’D, for, so far 
from foreign residents in this country hav­ 
ing deprived th e people of th eir commer­ 
cial rights, the treaties of commence have 
been the sole means of granting to Jap an ­ 
ese the only trade privileges and rights 
they ever possessed. 
Betw een Japanese 
and foreigners there is a good understand­ 
ing, and, as men of education in this coun­ 
try are coming forw ard to join the ranks of 
traders, th a t understanding is not likely to 
dim inish in any way. 
The attem p t to sow 
dissension is m ade at the instigation of the 
“ rings” and com binations of traders who 
desire to engross and keep in th eir h in d s 
th e best p art of the sm all trad e of this 
country. 
The iron m ine a t Kamaishi, th e w orking 
of which was commenced Beven years ago 
and involved the expenditure of a consid­ 
erable sum of public money, has been aban­ 
doned, th e ont-tnrn of ore being fonnd in­ 
sufficient to w arrant the continuance of the 
works. 
The Tokio M arine Insurance Com pany 
has suffered very heavy losses. 
Its re­ 
ceipts for the half year last past were only 
39,270 yen, w ith losses of 141,300 yen. 
The statistics published seem to indicate 
incom petent m anagem ent as th e cause of 
th e em barrassm ents in which the company 
is plunged. 
(HINA. 
The Em peror has replied to Li H ung- 
chang’8 application to attend the funeral of 
his m other to postpone his departure for a 
few weeks. 
Small-pox has been liad in Shanghai of 
late, and m any of the Europeans have been 
vaccinated. 
The opium farm in th e colony has passed 
aw ay for th e present, and th e G overnm ent 
has adopted such m easures as it th in k s will 
bring equal profits to those w hich have 
been previously reaped from the farm . The 
new step has involved m any changes, and 
we do not know as yet th e ex ten t to which 
these will go.

THE 
SACRAMENTO 
PRESBYTERY. 


Tbe Sacramento l ’resby tery convened in 
Marysville at 7:30 o’clock Friday evening. 
This Presbytery embraces nearly twenty’four 
counties ia Northern California and Nevada. 
The following named gentlemen were present 
when the Presbytery was called to order : 
Rev. Mr. Carden, of Marysville; Rev. N. 
Slater, Rev. H. H. Rice and R3V. A. H. 
Croco, of Sacramento; Rev. A. J. Ccmpton, 
of Woodbridge; Rev. H. S. Snodgrass, of 
Stockton ; Rev. James M. Smith, of Colusa; 
Ilav. G. W. Lyons, of Merced, and Rav. E 
G. Mathena, of Modesto. No business was 
done Friday evening excepting to organize. 
They reassembled Saturday morning at 9 
o’clock. 
On motion a committee consisting of the 
Revs. Compton, LyonB and Carden was ap­ 
pointed to examine into tbe action of a called 
meeting of the Presbytery a t Sacramento in 
reference to its sense on tbe dissolution of the 
pastoral relations of Rev. Mr. Graham with 
the Placerville church. 
The Rev. James Wood was granted per­ 
mission to labor in the bounds of the Pres­ 
bytery. 
The Rev. John Carrington was granted a 
letter of dismission to the Presbytery of San 
Francisco, and the Rev. Mr. Bonam was 
granted a letter of dismission to the Presby­ 
tery of Los Angeles. 
The stated clerk was directed to cast a bal­ 
lot ior the Rev. H. H. Rice as principal com­ 
missioner to the General Assembly. On mo­ 
tion. the Rev. G. Graham wa3 elected alter­ 
nate commissioner to the General Aesambly. 
The stated clerk was directed to cast a ballot 
in favor of Elder John K. Law as principal 
commissioner to tho General Assembly, and 
also in favor of Elder O. Bingham as alter­ 
nate commissioner to the General Assembly. 
The application of the Bethel Church at 
Woodbridge for aid to the amount of 8500 
was referred to the Committee on Home 
Missions. 
An appropriation of 8550 was made for 
the benefit of the Presbyterian Church at 
Redding. 


T he 
I r r e pr essib le 
F a r r. — Yesterday 
afternoon a crowd of firemen and others were 
sunning themselves in front of No. 1 Engine- 
house. on Second street, when their attention 
was attracted to a disturbance on the opposite 
side of the street, at a saloon kept by Mary 
McCarthy. The woman issued from the 
saloon having very much the appearance of a 
’la.icB. drowned rat. She ran across the street, and 
the next object visible was George M. Farr, 
a well-known character. 
In his hand was 
several bar glasses. One was thrown at the 
fleeing woman, and then the man’s attention 
was directed to ward the crowd of men in front 
of the engine hous», and the second was sent 
flying in that direction. 
It Btruck harmlessly 
againBt the building, but caused some sharp 
words to bo sent in return, which caused the 
irrepreBBÍble George to cease his attentions on 
the woman and to cross the street to the 
crowd. 
He made an assault on George 
Sager. H e soon found that, althcught his 
fighting weight :s 240 pouDds, the crowd was 
too much for him. After the first battle he 
started after another man, who escaped into 
Lucey’s saloon. The commotion attracted a 
large crowd, and amongst them was cfficerFar- 
rell, who, with the assistance of citizsn Sager, 
arrested the man and took him to the Police 
station, where a charge of disturbing the 
peace and two charges of assault with a 
deadly weapon were placed against him. This 
morning, it is understood, there will be a 
charge of battery and one of resisting an of­ 
ficer added to the three charges now against 
him. 
Some officers afterward returned to 
M ary McCarthy’s saloon and found that the 
marble-topped furniture upstairs had all 
been broken up, with the use of an ax, and 
mirrors, pitchers, etc , entirely demolished. 
Farr has been arrested many times in this 
city, but not for the^ast two years, for that 
time has been spent ia breaking rock at 
Folsom, whither he was sent for robbing an 
ItaliaD on Front street, in this city, and from 
whence he came but a few days ago. 


A D ic e G ame R a id e d .—Last evening, 
about 8:30 o’clock, some officers were passing 
afive-cent beer saloon on the west side of 
Third strest, between J and K, kept by Dan­ 
iel Haller, when they observed a number ef 
young men congregated around a table appa­ 
rently deeply interested in something. An 
investigation developed that it was a dice 
game for ten cents a corner. Seven of tho 
boys were arrested and takeu to the Police 
Station. 
The officer who searched them 
fcund the sum total of their funds was 81 10. 
One of the boyB remarked that they did have 
more money, but the bar got it for beer. The 
boys are all known as respectable boys and 
have respectable parents. The officers who 
made the raid were Coffey, George Karcher, 
Eldred, Os weld and Barron, I t is the inten­ 
tion this morning to enter a complaint against 
Haller, the proprietor of the den. The offi­ 
cers state that the dice games, of which there 
are a number in the city, are to be looked 
after in the future, and it ii to be sincerely 
hoped that they mean what they say. 


C hinam an In ju red ,—Yesterday morning 
a Chinaman was found lying in the lumber 
yards near the railroad shops in a somewhat 
injured condition. He was taken to the Po- 
lico Station and a physician summoned, when 
it was found he had sustained some severe 
bruises ou the back and shoulders. Nothing 
could be eliciftd from him, but it is supposed 
that ha jumped from the train which passed 
through here early yesterday morning en 
route to Redding with a grading force, as he 
is a stranger here. That train did not stop 
here, for fear that a number of the China­ 
men would decide to remain. When some of 
the Chinamen here found out that $108 in 
coin had been found among his effects they 
were friendly and wanted to dc all they could 
for him. 


C o m m er c ia l. — Since last report Bteamers 
have arrived at this place as follows : San 
Joaquin No. 2, from San Francisco, with 
general merchandise and barge freight for 
upper Sacramento ; San Joaquin No. 3 and 
Dover, from upper Sacramento, with barges 
of grain ; D. E. Knight, en route to Marys­ 
ville with general freight. Departed—Ne- 
ponset, for upper Sacramento, with general 
merchandise ; San Joaquin No. 2, for San 
Francisco, with two barges of grain ; San 
Joaquin No. 3 and Dover, for upper Sacra­ 
mento, with barge freight and barge light. 


T he Suicide.—Coroner Clark summoned 
a jury and on Saturday evening held an in­ 
quest on the remains of tbe man who sui­ 
cided at the north city levee on Thursday. 
Nothing new was developed, and the jury 
rendered a verdict of death from morphine, 
probably taken with enicidal intent. J. P. 
Slater, the name he gave where he purchased 
the drug, ia supposed to have been his name. 
His remains were buried yesterday.

MURDER IN THE SECOND DEGREE. 


The trial of Alphonao Bennett, generally 
known a3 “ Forney" Bennett, for tbe murder 
of James M. Moore, occupied the attention 
of ths Superior Court of Solano county dur­ 
ing the whole of last week. The circum­ 
stances of the murder, which occurred in 
Dixon on February 4th, will bo remembered 
by the readers of the R ecord-U n io n. Moore, 
the murdered man, was well known in this 
city, having at one time been employed in 
the railroad shops. Ha had been married 
for nineteen months, but had not lived 
happily with his wife. She deserted him and 
took to a life of prostitution. Not long be­ 
fore the murder she became acquainted with 
with Bennett at Lodi, and went with him to 
Dixon, from whence she made a visit to Stock­ 
ton, and on her return stopped one night in 
this city, at a house of ill-fame on L etrceb 
Moore, who had started to search for her to 
try to induce her to return with him to her 
home in San Francisco, arrived in this city 
the tame day his wife left. 
Learning that 
she had gone to Dixon, be took the first train 
to that place, arriving there about 9 o’clock. 
Bennett cac e from Vacaville the same day, 
arrivia,» about 11 o’clock. He was pointed 
out to Moore, who asked him about the 
wemaa and expre sed a desire to hare an in­ 
terview with her. Benr.ett requested him to 
wait ai a reotauront whila he (Bennett) went 
and gat h r, staling ths.: he would bring her 
to the rosiaura. t. Instead of bringing the 
woman, he went and borrowed a pistol and 
placed it in his overcoat pocket, Moore be­ 
ca-re iiipalieut and waiked to a brewery, and 
while there his wire unexpectedly walked iu 
for tho purpose of getting a key, Bennett 
being cu the outside, The husband and 
wife i- id some con v.rs v.ion ia a private room, 
whf.u Bennett came in and interfered, and 
said thty should have no conversation which 
he did not hear. The trio then walked to 
the homo where the woman was stopping, 
Moore trying' all the time to induce her to 
return with him. This she refund to do, but 
Moore persisted, and after arriving at the 
house she ran out of it at Bennett’s request, 
and Moore followed. 
There 
were some 
words, in which the defense testified that 
Moore said he would kill them both if Bke 
did not return with him, and made a motion 
as if to drew a pistol. W ith this Bennett 
drew his pistol, and firing struck Moore on 
tho temple. After be fell the murderer fired 
two more shots into fcia body. 
The trial was bitterly fought from ths be­ 
ginning, Benuetl’s father bsing a wealthy 
man, and willing to spend any amount of 
money to defend his son. Henry L. Buckley, 
of this city, was employed to assist the Dis­ 
trict Attorney in She prosecution. The jnry, 
after being out for several hours, rendered a 
verdict of murder in the second degree. But 
for the fact that the murderer fired two shots 
into the body of his victim after he was dead, 
it is thought he would have been discharged 
on the ground of justifiable homicide. Of­ 
ficer J ackson, who was with Moore while he 
was hunting for his wife, was one of the wit­ 
nesses, and several “ girls" from Sacramento 
were also summoned.

CHINA 
AND 
JAPAN, 


The steamer Oceanic arrived at San 
Francisco Saturday from China and Japan, 
bringing Hongkong dates to March 6th 
and Yokohama advices to March 2 1 tt: 
JAPAN. 
The condition of the currency continues 
to occupy considerable attention. 
Every 
known circumstance is against any nominal 
increase of the exchangeable value cf kin- 
satsu, but iu defiance of this the rate is 
subject to violent fluctuations and sndden 
upward movements, attributed with great 
justice to the effect of speculation of a 
more or lees directly official character. 
There are rumors, said to be well founded, 
to the effect that the recent sudden arrest 
of about 600 stock-brokers in Osaka, upon 
suspicion th at they were engaged in specu­ 
lation, was made with the view of intim i­ 
dating operators here and clearing the way 
for the exercise of Government influence 
upon the quotable rate of paper for specie. 
There is a certainty that without the as­ 
sistant of the Treasury, which doles out 
small supplies of money at intervals in 
order to keep up the rate, exchange would 
speedily decline to at least the figure it 
etood at six months ago. 
The artificial 
rate of the present time prevents sound 
business, and, nntil official interference 
with currency ceases, no business can be 
expected on a large scale. 
The complete failure of the national- 
bank system, under which so many of these 
institutions have been established in this 
country, is now beyond question. 
Many 
have voluntarily closed their business, and 
some others have been compelled to liqui­ 
date. 
The lesson which should have been 
learned from the eudden termination of this 
scheme doss, not, however, seem to have 
had any effect, for other banks are said to 
be in contemplation by the Government. 
One is to be formed, it is said, for the pur­ 
pose of making loans to the industrial 
claeses, at low rates of interest. The Btory 
is an old one, and not likely to ensnare so 
many victims as it might have a few years 
ago. 
The eecurity for these “ loans at low 
interest ” ie, of course, to be commodities, 
and these latter will be realized by the 
mortgagees for specie and thus converted 
into a new medium of exchange. 
For some time past various native jour­ 
nals have endeavored to create ill will be­ 
tween Japanese and foreign merchants, 
ascribing to the latter an attitude of arbi­ 
trary intolerance fatal to tbe honest aspira­ 
tions of the former to secure complete 
commercial independence. W hat this aspi­ 
ration means is not known, for, so far 
from foreign residents in this country hav­ 
ing deprived the people of their commer­ 
cial rights, the treaties of commence have 
been the sole means of granting to Japan­ 
ese the cnly trade privileges and rights 
they ever possessed. 
Between Japanese 
and foreigners there is a good understand­ 
ing, and, as men of education in this coun­ 
try are coming forward to join the ranks of 
traders, th at understanding is not likely to 
diminish in any way. 
The attem pt to sow 
dissension is made at the instigation of the 
“ rings” and combinations of traders who 
desire to engross and keep in their hinds 
the best part of the email trade of this 
country. 
The iron mine at Kamaishi, the working 
of which was commenced seven years ago 
and involved the expenditure of a consid­ 
erable sum of public money, has been aban­ 
doned, the out-turn of ore being fonnd in­ 
sufficient to w arrant the continuance of the 
works. 
The Tokio Marine Insn ranee Company 
has suffered very heavy losses. 
Its re­ 
ceipts for the half year last past were only 
39,270 yen, with losses of 141,300 yen. 
The statistics published seem to indicate 
incompetent management as the cause of 
the embarrassments in which the company 
is plunged. 
CHINA. 
The Emperor has replied to Li Hung- 
Chang’s application to attend the funeral of 
his mother to postpone his departure for a 
few weeks. 
Small-pox has been bad in Shanghai of 
late, and many of the Europeans have been 
vaccinated. 
The opium farm in the colony has passed 
away for the present, and the Government 
has adopted such measures as it thinks will 
bring equal profits to those which have 
been previously reaped from the farm. The 
new step has involved many changes, and 
we do not know as yet tho extent to which 
these will go.
